Planned By United States 
The War Department’s announcement that the 
Anr.v will build a major base for its biggest bombers 
In Alaska, near Fairbanks and the Bering Strait 
boundary, thus securing the western flank of American 
defense and balancing a similar—and larger—pro­ 
tected base in Maine, may impress many persons as 
Et step of preparation for war with Russia. It should 
be considered a vitally expedient measure to prevent 
mar. 
The possibility of aggressive military action by 
Russia against the United States Is at present remote. 
Tile Russian national economy has been too severely 
§* rained by World War II to support such an inter­ 
cat Iona! encounter—now’ 
But the Soviet government has found it can pro­ 
ceed with worldwide expansion in what it calls a 
peaceable way—systematically infiltrating one country 
after another until it has accomplished complete 
domination over them and integrated them into the 
6oviet totalitarianism system. 
Obviously, it has nothing to gain by a switch from 
Successful bloodless expansion to the hard way. 
In any event, the danger of aggression against 
th* United States is reduced by adequate national 
defense, in keeping with advances of military .science 
wherein this country’ has a securely established lead­ 
er hip—specifically in the field of atomic weapons. 
A necessary complement to that leadership is adequate 
means of employing such weapons to the maximum 
of strategic availability. 
Russia is maintaining her own military potential 
a t an all-time high at the obvious sacrifice of her 
resources of postwar domestic reconstruction and to 
a degree that would enable her to overrun the Euro­ 
pean continent without effective hindrance. 
This 
policy Is typical of her intensive military preparedness 
in all phases, including her reported concentration 
on atomic development.

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Hard To Follow Views Of

When that upright man, the Hon. Harold Ickes, 
was Secretary of the Interior the Hon. Jed Johnson 
was always in his hair. Mr. Johnson, then a congress­ 
man from Oklahoma, headed the House subcommittee 
that handled Interior Department appropriation bills. 
He so handled them, according to Mr. Ickes, that the 
department had to grant “improper” requests by Mr. 
Johnson. Still Mr. Johnson never would let Mr. Ickes 
have all the money he wanted. 
In the hope of overcoming bbls situation, the Hon. 
Harold Ickes. a designing fellow, undertook to have 
the Hon. Jed Johnson removed from Congress by 
persuading President Roosevelt to appoint him to a 
Federal Judgeship on the U. S. Customs Court. Mr. 
Johnson was nominated in March, 1945, and the 
Senate confirmed him. 
Mr. Johnson, however, declined the honor, decided 
to stay in Congress, and did until the voters retired 
him to private life last year. 
Such an interesting episode might have been lost 
to memory, except that President Truman recently 
renominated Mr. Johnson for that same Federal 
Judgeship. 
And that Mr. Ickes, himself a private 
citizen now’, has just appeared before a Senate com­ 
mittee to protest. 
The onetime Secretary of the Interior testihcd 
that Mr. Johnson “lacks the qualities a Federal judge 
should have " “I didn’t think he had them in 1945, 
e.ther." said the Hon Harold. “I never thought he was 
qualified to be a congressman. But in 1945 it was a 
ease of shifting him where he would do the least 
harm. Now that he is a private citizen, this proposal 
to put him on the bench is an entirely different 
matter ” 
The distinction here is not as clear to us as it is 
to Mr. Ickes. We agree with Senator Revercomb of 
West Virginia, who observed that Mr. Ickes* 1945 
reason for wanting to make a judge of a man he held 
In such low esteem was “most unusual.** 
But we suspect that a good many men were made 
Federal judges for no better reasons, under the Ad­ 
ministration of which Honest Harold was a .shining 
ornament.

the victim is 
restless and frequently delirious. 


T his stage 
generally 
lasts 
two 
or three days and th en th e ch a ra­ 
cteristic outbreak is exhibited. It 
begins on the w rists and face and, 
w ithin a few hours, spreads to Hie 
rest of the body. Even the palm s 
ct 
the hands, soles of the feet, 
and m em brane of th e m outh and 
th ro at m ay be involved. As a rule, 
lever subsides gradually a lte r th e 
blem ishes m aterialize and the p ati­ 
en t m ay feel som ew hat better. 
T he lesions go th ru the sam e 
course as th e one a t the site of 
vaccination, except th a t hundreds 
m ay be present instead of one. At 
first they are dusky red elevated 
spots resem bling a pim ple during its 
in itial phase. W ithin 24 hours th e 
area enlarges and becomes tense 
an d shiny.

The 
b etter policy is to avoid th e disease

vent the disorder or greatly modify 
its m anifestations should It occur.

In Russia's New Attitude 
A notable victory was scored by Secretary of 
State Marshall when Russia assented to the American 
demand that all democratic groups be permitted to 
take part in forming a provisional government for a 
United Korea. 
Industrial northern Korea now is occupied by 
Soviet forces, agricultural Korea by American troops. 
Ar. iron curtain is between them with paralyzing 
effect on Korea's economy. Removal of this barrier 
and establishment of a representative provisional gov­ 
ernment far the whole country would open the way 
for Korea to become self-supporting and independent. 
But negotiations to that end broke down two years 
aco becau c the Soviets insisted that only the Korean 
Communists be consulted in setting up a new gov­ 
ernment.

COLUSA, Cauf.. May IS (J*5)—Hal 
Chase, one of the greatest first 
baseman in baseball’* history, died 
at Colusa Memorial Hospital today 
after a long illness. He was 64. 
Death came at 10:45 a. rn. (Pacific 
Standard Time). Dr. Joseph E. Til- 
lotson attributed it to heart and 
kidney ailment*, complicated by age. 
Chase had been in the hospital since 
last March. 
“Prince Hal,** as he became known 
in the sports world, entered organ­ 
ised baseball in Lo* Angeles in 1904. 
The following year, Clark Griffith, 
then manager of the Yankees, took 
him to New York where he stayed 
until 1913 when he went to the 
Chicago White Sox. 
Subsequently 
he played with the Buffalo Federals 
and the Cincinnati Reds. He con­ 
cluded his major league career in 
1919 with the New York Giants. He 
was then 37.
